3. The rejection of claim 22 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, is moot in light of the 
cancelation of the claim. 

4. The rejection of claims 22 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, is moot in light of the cancelation of the claims. 

5. The rejection of claim 21 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential steps, is withdrawn in light of the amendment of the claim.
